SACRAMENTO (AP - The 
Reagan administration t o d a y 
clamped a freeze on all state 
hiring and closed eight of the 
state s 13 service c e n t e r s de­ 
signed to provide advice to the 
poor in racially troubled areas. 
Lyn Nofziger, Gov. Reagan's 
press secretary, told newsmen 
all hiring will be stopped until 
further notice — except for va­ 
cant jobs that must be filled to 
keep state departments opera­ 
ting. 
At the same time, the Republi­ 
can governor — under fire for 
his economy plan — prepared 
for a meeting with University of 
California President Clark Kerr 
and a committee of UC regents. 
He also planned to meet with 
Glenn S. Dumke, chancellor of 
the state colleges, during a ses­ 
sion of the governor's council. 
Asked about Reagan’s reac­ 
tion to state college plans to sus­ 
pend admission of new students 
for the fall pending a decision 
on economy plans, N o f z i g e r 
said: 
“ If the state colleges 
are 
asked to take a cut, then it will 
be up to them to best utilize . . . 
money. They are in the situation 
to see where they could best cut 
or hold the line.” 
Spencer Williams, Health and 
Welfare Agency administrator,

Abnormal 
Blood Cells 
Can Kill 


By SCIENCE SERVICE 


WASHINGTON - Abnormal 
blood cells in the shape of a 
sickle, which cause a type of 
anemia that will kill some 30,000 
children now living in the United 
States, can be like that of a 
diving bell or decompression 
chamber temporarily made nor­ 
mal by high pressure. 


At least one case of “ un­ 
sickling” of the blood cells that 
cause sickle cell anemia has 
been reported in a patient by 
a professor of medicine at 
Wayne State University, De­ 
troit, Mich. It was a result of 
theories demonstrated under a 
child’s microscope by a re­ 
searcher at the National Insti­ 
tute of Health, Bethesda, Md.

WASHINGTON — An octopus 
with each tentacle trying to 
swim in a different direction 
isn’t confused as the feder­ 
al government’s oceanographic 
research program—if it can be 
called a program at all. There 
are so many agencies doing re­ 
search on their own that Pres­ 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson has 
named a special commission 
just to untangle the knots. 
The ommission on Marine Sci­ 
ence. Engineering and Resour­ 
ces is long on organization men 
and short on scientists, simp­ 
ly because the problems are 
not oceanographic — o c e a n o ­ 
graphy’s doing fine—they’re 
managerial. 
Chief trouble-shooter is Julius 
Adams Stratton, chairman of 
the board of the Ford Founda­ 
tion and former president of 
another knotty organization, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
Also on the 18-man commis­ 
sion are two lawyers and a 
former U.S. delegate to the 
United Nations, Jacob Blaus- 
tein, now director of Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana. 
Presently the Departments of 
State, Interior, Commerce, the 
Treasury, the Navy and Health, 
Education and Welfare as well 
as the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion and the National Science 
Foundation, to name a few, are 
engaged in oceanographic re­ 
search. much of it overlapping. 
Getting everything straighten­ 
ed out “is going to be very im­ 
portant because last year there 
were some eight or nine types 
of structure recommended to 
untangle the mess,” said a 
source at the Senate Commerce 
Committee, whose chairman, 
Sen. Warren Magnuson (D- 
Wash ), is a member of te new 
commission. 
Sen. 
Magnuson 
was also influential in passage 
of the law establishing the com­ 
mission and calling for the cre­ 
ation of a uniform national 
policy. 
The commission will have the 
power to recommend absolutely 
any kind of plan it wants, from 
a single oceanographic czar to 


a model like that of the new 
Federal Transportation Depart­ 
ment, which was formed to 
combat a similar jumble in that 
field. 
One of the few full-time sci­ 
entists on the commission is Dr. 
John A. Knauss, professor of 
oceanography at the Universi­ 
ty of Rhode Island. 
Dr. Knauss was influential in 
the establishment of the federal 
sea-grant colleges program en­ 
acted last year, which offers 
financial support for oceano­ 
graphic research. 
Vice presiden of the com­ 
mission is Dr. Richard A. Gey- 
er, head of the oceanography 
department at Texas A&M. Dr. 
Geyer is also a member of the 
Panel on Oceanwide Surveys of 
the National Academy of Sci­ 
ences. 
Rather than worrying about 
basic research, the commission 
will probably be “pretty heav­ 
ily industry-oriented and appli- 
cations-oriented,” said an Acad­ 
emy official.

cisco Bay bridges. 
“The bridge district has be­ 
come a bureaucratic luxury that 
was never intended by the con­ 
scientious men who built the 
Golden Gate Bridge 30 years 
ago,” McAteer said. 
In 1935 the bridge directors 
resolved to ask the legislature 
to abolish the district when the 
bridge’s bonds were repaid in 
1971. “ But the majority of to­ 
day’s directors are apparently 
unwilling to let go,” McAteer 
said last year. 
NEW DEBT 
“Instead, they are considering 
new construction of unproven 
value that would create new 
debt and perpetuate their little 
bureaucracy for y e a r s to 
come.” 
The directors have approved 
a study of plans to build a sec­ 
ond deck on the bridge to han­ 
dle increased traffic between 
San Francisco and Marin Coun­ 
tv. 


Hailey Advocating 
No Name Calling

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
man who expects to be the next 
Republican state chairman ad­ 
vocated today a “reasonable 
code of conduct” against name 
calling in any GOP primary— 
“right up to the presidency.” 
Vice Chairman James Hailey, 
a San Francisco a t t o r n e y , 
praised the “common sense 
practices of the past two 
years,” which included an “ 11th 
commandment” banning feud­ 
ing among GOP candidates. 
FAVORITE SON 
At the same time, Republican 
Lt. Gov. Robert H. Finch said 
Reagan should head a “favorite 
son” presidential delegation in 
1968 to avoid the possible bitter 
fight of an open primary in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Finch said, however, he didn’t 
think Reagan would be able to 
take time out from California’s 
problems to run in other state 
primaries — something he said 
will be required to win the nom­ 
ination. 
Finch, in an interview on the 
Sacramento educational televi­ 
sion station, appeared to envi­ 
sion Reagan’s role in the presi­ 
dential battle as a unifying 
force in California, rather than 
as a full fledged candidate. 
UNITY PLANS 
Hailey and Finch advanced 
unity plans as they prepared for 
a State Central C o m m i t t e e 
meeting Sunday, called to pick 
a replacement for State Chair­ 
man Dr. Gaylord Parkinson of 
San Diego. He’s the physician 
who led the party to big legis­ 
lative gains in 1964 and 1966. 
Hailey put it this way: “Ad- 
herance to common sense prac­ 
tices of the past two years, in­ 
cluding a code of c o n d u c t , 
should be used in the future and 
certainly the Republican State 
Central Committee should be 
1 removed from the primaries 
and be the catalyst for bringing 
party together.” 
The choice of party regulars. 
Hailey anticipated no opposition 


to his bid for the chairmanship. 
But some of his supporters ex­ 
pressed fears that William Penn 
Patrick. San Rafael business­ 
man, might oppose Hailey. Pat­ 
rick was badly beaten when he 
ran for the party’s gubernatorial 
nomination in 1936: but wants to 
get back into the spotlight. 
There’s a battle looming for 
the vice chairmanship. Patrick 
is backing Dr. Bernard Tully of 
West Covina, the 1961 chairman 
in Orange County of the Nation­ 
al Indignation Convention pro­ 
testing military aid to commu­ 
nist countries. 
Hailey, Parkinson and other 
party leaders support Dennis 
Carpenter, chairman of the 
GOP Cal-Plan — the scheme by 
which the party cut down Dem­ 
ocratic majorities in the legis­ 
lature. 
Reagan said he will oppose 
anv challenge to Hailey. 
FOR TULLY 
Assemblyman Don Mulford, 
R - Piedmont, chairman of the 
lower house GOP caucus, said 
Joseph Shell, a losing candidate 
in the 1962 governorship prima­ 
ry, was backing Tully. 
‘This is a Joe Shell power 
play and once again Joe Shell 
will be on the losing side,” said 
Mulford. a Hailey backer. He 
said Patrick was trying to win 
support by spending money. 
Hailey, predicting the Patrick- 
Tully combine won’t get more 
than 200 of the 1,035 possible 
votes, concentrated more on 
party unity in his pre-meeting 
comments.

Snow Destroys Many 
Mexico City Homes 


MEXICO CITY (A P )- Thou­ 
sands of troops and police to­ 
day brought food and clothing 
to victims of this capital's first 
snow storm in 26 years. The 
Weather Bureau predicted re­ 
lief with rising temperatures. 
Two persons died from expo­ 
sure last night, bringing the 
national toll to 
18-8 in 
the 
Mexico City and 
10 in 
the 
provinces—since the storm be­ 
gan its southward march last 
Monday. 
The flimsy homes of about 
3.000 poor living on the outskirts 
of Mexico City were destroyed 
by snowfall yesterday, the first 
since March 14, 1940 and only 
the fifth since 1933. 
Four thousand persons were 
rescued from mountain areas 
ringing Mexico City Wednesday 
night by the military and po­ 
lice. 
The Mexico Weather Bureau 
predicted warmer temperatures 
in the capital's valley accom­ 


panied by light showers. 


The temperature in Mexico 
City dropped from 43 degrees 
to 35 this morning although au­ 
thorities had feared a freeze. 
Thousands of capital dwellers 
had drained their automobile 
radiators. 


Dozens of schools were closed 
today in anticipation of colder 
weather and more snow, which 
failed to materialize. 


DA NANG, Vietnam (UPI)— 
Two more U.S. Marines have 
been convicted in the mutilation 
slaying of two South Vietna­ 
mese villagers last fall, it was 
learned today. 


Marine Corps s p o k e s m e n 
identified the Marines as Cpl. 
Stanley J. Luczko, 20, Gardner, 
Mass., leader of a reconnais­ 
sance squadron allegedly in­ 
volved in the shootings, and 
Pfc. Ronald A. Piatkowski, 20, 
of Trenton, N.J. 
Luczko was sentenced to life 
imprisonment at hard labor on 
two charges of murder by a 
Marine court martial.

mutilation and attempted mur­ 
der and sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. 
A West Virginia Marine was 
convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the same case. 
The South Vietnamese villa­ 
gers allegedly were shot to 
death last Sept. 22. At least one 
of the bodies was mutilated and

That Redwood 


Not As Tall 


As Believed 


SCOTIA (AP)—That towering 
redwood in Dyerville Flat oí 
Humboldt Redwoods State Park 
isn’t quite as tall as it was 
thought to be. 
The “ Dyerville Giant,” tallest 
tree in the flat, was measured 
a few months ago at 369.2 feet. 
Dr. Paul Zinke of the Univer­ 
sity of California school of for­ 
estry, said today the same sur­ 
veyors now figure it is a little 
short of 358 feet. 
Dr. Zinke said the varying 
measurements reflect the diffi­ 
culty of determining the height 
of a tree towering more than 350 
feet in a dense forest of other 
giants, and particularly a round- 
topped tree with no well-defined 
tip. 
This means, Zinke added, that 
the Howard Libbey tree, in the 
Arco Grove of Giants on Red­ 
wood Creek, still can be consid­ 
ered the tallest living accurately 
measured tree—367.8 feet high.

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Tribunal Fac ed With 
Historic Rights Case 


WASHINGTON (APi - Be­ 
fore the end of the term the Su­ 
preme Court will decide a novel 
question of paramount impor­ 
tance to civil rights marchers 
and administrators of justice 
It is: May judges and police­ 
men be sued for damages under 
an 1871 civil rights law? 


If they are ruled immune 
from such suits, civil rights 
demonstrators will be barred 
from using the Reconstruction 
statute to sue for false arrest 
and conviction. 


But if they are not immune, 
the door could swing wide open 
for such suits — a prospect 
which appeared to deeply con­ 
cern at least three of the nine 
Supreme 
Court justices 
who 
heard arguments on the matter 
yesterday. 


The case at hand involves 
four Episcopal ministers, one of 
| them a former son-in-law of 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, who were arrested in 
a Jackson, Miss., bus depot in 
September 1961. 


The ministers were part of a 
racially mixed group of Episco­ 
pal clergymen on a civil rights 
“ prayer pilgrimage” from New 
Orleans to Detroit. Three are 
white and the fourth Negro. 


Their trip up the Mississippi 
Valley was cut short when they 
tried to eat in a coffee shop in 
the depot. 


According to their attorney. 
Carl Rachlin of New York City, 
they entered the depot peaceful­ 
ly and were arrested to enforce 
segregation. The sign outside 
the depot, Rachlin said, read: 
“ Whites 
only, 
by 
order 
of 
police.” 


But 
according 
to attorney 
Elizabeth Watkins Hulen Gray­ 
son of Jackson — representing 
the three arresting police offi- 


cers and the local police justice, 
the ministers “ broadcast the 
tact they came to be arrested.” 
Local Police Justice James L. 
Spencer found the four — the 
Rev. Robert L. Pierson, then 
married to Rockefeller’s daugh­ 
ter Ann, Rev. John B. Morris. 
Rev. James G. Jones Jr. and 
Rev. James P. Breeden, a Neg­ 
ro, guilty of violating Missis­ 
sippi’s breach-of-peace law and 
sent them off to jail. 
Later, Hinds County Court 
struck down Father Jones’ con­ 
viction and officials decided not 
to press charges against the 
three others. 
The clergymen then turned 
around and sued the three ar­ 
resting officers and Spencer for 
damages under the 1871 civil 
rights law, seeking $11,000 each.

force. 
The couple said they were 
members of the party from 1953 
to 1957, when they quit because 
of the Hungarian revolution. In j 
1958 they took the Levering 
loyalty oath, swearing they had 
not in five years been members 
of an organization urging the 
overthrow by violence of the 
goevmment. 
Judge Karesh said. "It is not 
necessary for me to reach the 
constitutionality question, but I 
have grave doubts as to whether 
the oath is constitutional.” He 
said the U.S. Supreme Court 
has voided similar oaths in Ari­ 
zona. Washington and Florida.

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Tribunal Faced With 
Historic Rights Case 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Be­ 
fore the end of the term the Su­ 
preme Court will decide a novel 
question of paramount impor­ 
tance to civil rights marchers 
and administrators of justice 
It is: May judges and police­ 
men be sued for damages under 
an 1871 civil rights law? 


If they are ruled immune 
from such suits, civil rights 
demonstrators will be barred 
from using the Reconstruction 
statute to sue for false arrest 
and conviction. 


But if they are not immune, 
the door could swing wide open 
for such suits — a prospect 
which appeared to deeply con­ 
cern at least three of the nine 
Supreme 
Court justices 
who 
heard arguments on the matter 
yesterday. 


The case at hand involves 
four Episcopal ministers, one of 
them a former son-in-law of 
; Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, who were arrested in 
a Jackson, Miss., bus depot in 
September 1961. 


The ministers were part of a 
racially mixed group of Episco­ 
pal clergymen on a civil rights 
“prayer pilgrimage” from New 
Orleans to Detroit. Three are 
white and the fourth Negro. 


Their trip up the Mississippi j 
Valley was cut short when they ¡ 
tried to eat in a coffee shop in 
the depot. 


According to their attorney, 
Carl Rachlin of New York City, 
they entered the depot peaceful­ 
ly and were arrested to enforce 
segregation. The sign outside 
the depot, Rachlin said, read: 
“Whites 
only, 
by 
order 
of 
police.” 


But 
according 
to 
attorney 
Elizabeth Watkins Hulen Gray­ 
son of Jackson — representing 
the three arresting police offi­ 


cers and the local police justice. ¡ 
the ministers “broadcast the 
fact they came to be arrested.” 
Local Police Justice James L. 
Spencer found the four — the 
Rev. Robert L. Pierson, then1 
married to Rockefeller’s daugh­ 
ter Ann, Rev. John B. Morris, 
Rev. James G. Jones Jr. and 
Rev. James P. Breeden, a Neg­ 
ro, guilty of violating Missis­ 
sippi’s breach-of-peace law and 
sent them off to jail. 
Later, Hinds County Court 
struck down Father Jones’ con­ 
viction and officials decided not 
to press charges against the 
three others. 
The clergymen then turned 
around and sued the three ar­ 
resting officers and Spencer for 
damages under the 1871 civil 
rights law, seeking $11,000 each.

In 
1958 they took the Levering 
loyalty oath, swearing they had 
not in five years been members 
of an organization urging the 
overthrow by violence of the 
goevmment. 
Judge Karesh said, “It is not 
necessary for me to reach the 
constitutionality question, but I 
have grave doubts as to whether 
the oath is constitutional.”

Co ntracto rs then bid fo r 
the right to co nstruct a custo m- 
tailo red building, and since the 
go vernment is the client, thé 
tailo ring is co nservative to say 
the least. 


There is, ho wev er, at least 
o ne hig h-ranking upstart who 
wo uld like no thing better than 
to chang e all that, and to 
chang e the way building de­ 
sig ners think abo ut building s 
in the first place. 


Jo hn Eberhard. directo r o f the 
Institute o f Applied Techno lo gy, 
the “ real wo rld” divisio n o f the 
Natio nal Bureau o f Standards, 
believes that buildings sho uld be 
built 
the 
way airplanes 
and 
spacecraft are to day — in what­ 
ever way will best do the jo b, 
rather than to fit a preco nceived 
no tio n that limits the manufac­ 
turer's 
ingenuity 
befo re 
he 
starts. 
Eberhard's institute has al­ 
ready made a year-lo ng study 
to sho w that military buildings 
such as barracks, labo rato ries 
and ho spitals co uld be described 
by what they are suppo sed to do . 
rather than by physical meas­ 
urements. He wants the design­ 
ers to inno vate—adapt what they 
need fro m the mo st advanced 
techno lo gy 
in 
materials 
and 
equipment—and design 
a “ sys­ 
tem" to fill the need.

When the sprawling federal 
government wants another build­ 
ing so that it can sprawl even 
further, it meticulously m akes 
up its mind about every detail 
from 
door 
sizes 
to 
lighting 
wattages 
before 
breathing 
a 
word. Contractors then bid for 
the right to construct a custom- 
tailored building, and since the 
government is the client, thé 
tailoring is conservative to say 
the least. 


There is, however, at least 
one high-ranking upstart who 
would like nothing better than 
to change all that, and to 
change the way building de­ 
signers think about buildings 
in the first place. 


John Eberhard, director of the 
Institute of Applied Technology, 
the “ real world” division of the 
National Bureau of Standards, 
believes that buildings should be 
built the 
way 
airplanes 
and 
spacecraft are today — in what­ 
ever way will best do the job, 
rather than to fit a preconceived 
notion that limits the manufac­ 
turer's 
ingenuity 
before 
he 
starts, 


E berhard’s institute has al­ 
ready made a year-long study 
to show that military buildings 
such as barracks, laboratories 
and hospitals could be described 
by what they are supposed to do, 
rather than by physical m eas­ 
urements. He wants the design­ 
ers to innovate—adapt what they 
need from the most advanced 
technology 
in 
m aterials 
and 
equipment—and design a “ sys­ 
tem ” to fill the need. 


A 
hospital, 
for 
example, 
would become the best possi­ 
ble integrated system for pa­ 
tient 
care, 
meal 
selection, 
emergency 
service 
routing, 
access 
to 
equipment, 
rapid 
diagnostic testing and a lot of 
other factors. Whether a hos­ 
pital planned in such a way. 
rather than as a series of 
rooms with patients and equip­ 
ment 
simply 
plugged 
into 
them, would bear any resem ­ 
blances to the present concept 
of a hospital, neither Eberhard 
nor anyone else knows. 


The DOD project, however, 
has never gone beyond the study 
stage. Unfortunately, Eberhard 
said, the pressures of Vietnam 
and “ the reluctance of DOD con­ 
struction people to experim ent” 
have stopped the plan in its 
tracks, though it rem ains “ a 
possibility in the background.” 
A similar study now being 
done for the General Services 
Administration, which plans the 
government's office buildings, is 
generating 
“ considerable 
en­ 
thusiasm.” Eberhard said. 
The federal government is just 
about 
the 
toughest 
customer 
Eberhard could have for his 
idea. Almost everything it buys, 
down to the smallest paper clip, 
is procured through the bidding 
system, 
with competing m er­ 
chants trying to offer the tastiest 
possible package without pricing 
themselves out of the m arket. 
The problem is that in using a 
“ functional specification” 
sys­ 
tem to encourage m anufacturers 
to come up with their own inno­ 
vations, the government must 
be able to say no if it does not 
get what it wants. Since bids 
are presently made with a tight 
profit margin on the basis of 
known building methods, some 
businessmen might hesitate to 
risk a fat contract on the hope 
that the government would like 
their ideas.

Oncoming Deafness Turns Out 


To Be Too Much Wax In Canal 


A friend of mine was becoming 
hard of hearing. He did not seem 
alarmed but his wife saw on his desk 
literature on lip reading and hearing 
aids. 
Nevertheless he stalled 
for 
more than a year before consulting 
an ear specialist. 
On entering the office this man told 
the physician in a soft spoken voice 
that he was becoming deaf and want­ 
ed to know more about hearing aids.

From Redwoods League 


The Save-the-Redwoods League has 
once again demonstrated that it puts 
its money where its mouth is. 
Instead of merely giving lip service 
to conservation and preservation of the 
redwoods in California, the League 
quietly digs up the funds and acts. 
It recently contributed $700,000 to­ 
ward a land exchange which adds 815 
acres of virgin forest land to Jedediah 
Smith Redwoods State Park near Cres­ 
cent City in Del Norte County. 
The State of California negotiated 
with the Simpson Timber Co. to ex­ 
change scattered state-owned timber- 
lands away from the park for the vital­ 
ly necessary redwood forest to be in­ 
corporated into the park. To make 
up for a difference in appraised value, 
the Save-the-Redwoods League doled 
out $700,000 in cash, with the state 
paying an additional $50,000 from 
park funds. 
The new park lands extend along 
U.S. 199, the Redwood Highway, in­ 
cluding two miles of frontage along 
the picturesque Smith River. 
The Leagues participation was fi­ 
nanced from contributions, from a Ford 
Foundation matching grant and from 


an eastern foundation's g e n e r o u s 
grant, according to Newton B. Drury, 
secretary of the League. 
Some far-out conservationists rant 
and rave about conservation and suc­ 
ceed only in creating dissension and 
damaging the public image of the con­ 
servation movement. 
Meanwhile, the constructive Save- 
the-Redwoods League, headed by its 
grand old leader Newton Drury, con­ 
tinues to plug sway as it has been do­ 
ing now for almost half a century (it 
was founded in 1918) to acquire and 
preserve redwoods for public use. 
Through quiet negotiation and fund 
raising, the League continues to add to 
the state park system, opening up new 
areas for public enjoyment. 
Tfce League's latest contribution to 
Jedediah Smith Redwoods State Park 
involved cooperative bargaining with 
the loggers and lumber interests for 
the benefit of the public; instead of a 
battle to the standstill where nobody 
gains. 
The Save-the-Redwoods League de­ 
serves public gratitude and support for 
the effective manner in which it is 
serving the cause of conservation.

TEEN-AGED SUICIDES LINKED 
TO FAMILY PROBLEMS 
Suicide is the fifth largest cause of teen-age 
deaths, according to a study made for the 
American Public Health Association. 
Suicidal youngsters usually go through a pe­ 
riod of long-standing problems, then an escala­ 
tion stage, and finally the suicide attempt. 
Among the basic problems are parents who 
had tried suicide, low family income, extreme 
conflict in the family and broken homes. 
Symptoms of the escalation stage are rebel­ 
lion, withdrawal into self and physical with­ 
drawal. 
It is significant that the underlying problems

in teen-age suicides are in one way or another 
related to the family. 
Children who enjoy parental affection from 
their earliest years ordinarily have the inner 
resources to cope with conflicts later in life. 
This family, which was established by God 
as the basic unit of society, deepens and radi­ 
ates its beneficial influence when nourished by 
enduring and generous love.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Ap- 
parently. the question of tui­ 
tion fees for attendance at the 
University of California, and 
California's state colleges, will 
be one of the major issues be- 
iore the state legislature this 
year. 
The question boils down to a 
decision on whether or not the 
people of California can con­ 
tinue to ofier higher education 
to its young people, free of tui­ 
tion charges, or whether they 
can maintain the high stan­ 
dards of the university and the 
state colleges by imposing fees 
for instruction. 
ANY DEVIATION from a 
practiced policy brings with it 
a multitude of arguments, and 
the subject of tuition is no ex­ 
ception. 
One argument against tui­ 
tion voiced by some legislators 
is that imposition of tuition 
fees would “be a threat to the 
state's higher education sys­ 
tem.” The same legislators al­ 


so maintain that the high stan­ 
dards of education would be in 
jeopardy if reduction of 10 per 
cent in the university and col­ 
leges budgets were effected. 
The fallacies of such argu­ 
ments are immediately appar­ 
ent. High standards in educa­ 
tion are not dependent on the 
number of students attending a 
university or college. Many of 
the nation's private, tuition- 
charging universities are high­ 
er in educational standards, or 
at least equal, to California’s 
public university and s t a t e 
colleges. 
LIKEWISE, a 10 per cent re­ 
duction in appropriations nor­ 
mally could be absorbed with­ 
out reduction in standards. 
This no doubt would require 
more emphasis on essentials 
in higher education, and less 
attention to some of the items 
students could do without. 
The truth is the university 
doesn't want to curtail expen­ 
ditures in those fields where it 
can without damage to its 


standards. Obviously, it’s eas­ 
ier to run a university or a 
business with plenty of money 
to spend, but much harder to 
do when the purse strings are 
tight. 
Also, legislators are raising 
the cry that tuition would be a 
greater burden on low income 
families. Actually, any family, 
no matter in what income tax 
bracket, would have to make 
some sacrifices to assist young 
people in obtaining college edu­ 
cations. 
ON THE OTHER hand, it 
might be observed that if an 
education is worth having, it’s 
worth paying for, and making 
some sacrifices for. Any fam­ 
ily. no matter what its income 
status, which has assisted a 
young person through four 
years of college, knows what 
the word sacrifice means. 
Ultimately, the public will 
have to make a decision as to 
just how much in education it 
owes to the young people of 
the state. 
If it considers it owes all 
youngsters a college education, 
then it will have to raise more 
taxes to finance the process of 
continuing to give such educa­ 
tion. 
HOWEVER, if it considers 
that higher education is a de­ 
sirable adjunct to the art of 
living, and should be earned to 
be appreciated, then it can 
turn to the tuition fee to as­ 
sist in financing the universi­ 
ties and colleges.

WASHINGTON—As the new 
Congress convenes this week, 
there are two developments 
which are more likely to in­ 
fluence its actions than any­ 
thing else.

2. Public distaste for big 
government has more than 
tripled during the past seven 
years and is today viewed as 
the biggest domestic threat to 
the country. 
These facts emerge from 
opinion surveys by the Gallup 
Poll and it seems to me they 
are very pertinent to nearly all 
the matters which will be 
before Congress during the 
coming months. 
It is my judgement that 
anyone in Congress who thinks 
he can treat LBJ as a “lame 
duck” President will be mak­ 
ing a great miscalculation. 
Talk about Mr. Johnson's hav­ 
ing to retire or intending to 
retire in 1968, talk about his 


There's the heart of the shift 
of opinion: Seven years ago 
big labor was the public’s 
greatest concern and today big 
government is the public's 
greatest concern.

Navy pilots returning from 
low-levei bombing attacks on 
fuel storage tanks and other 
targets in the Haiphong area 
have reported they were fired 
on by Chinese destroyers oper­ 
ating in the waters of the main 
North Vietnam port. 
MORE THAN a dozen such 
incidents have occurred. 
Although no U.S. planes have 
been lost as a result of these 
Red Chinese attacks, several 
aircraft have been damaged. 
Under ironclad White House 
orders, U.S. pilots have not 
returned the fire from the 
Communists’ ships. 
These restrictions prohibit 
attacks against vessels other 
than those flying the North 
Vietnam flag. 
Several Navy pilots, after 
spotting Chinese flags on the 
attacking warships, radioed for 
permission to retaliate with 
rockets. The officer in the op­ 
erational control plane curtly 
ordered the pilots to “avoid 
further contact with Chincoms. 
Do not return fire. Orders are 
based on presidential direc­ 
tive.” 
NEITHER Washington nor

responsibility and initiative. 
The federal role and its impact 
on the individual’s life may 
well become the fundamental 
issue of the 90th Congress.”

Peking’s increased naval ac­ 
tivity was the main reason for 
the Navy's recent decision to 
reinforce its combat strength 
in Vietnam waters. 
Task Force No. 1 — made up 
of the Navy’s three nuclear- 
powered warships — was shift­ 
ed in December from the Medi­ 
terranean and Atlantic to the 
Tonkin Gulf. 
This task force includes the 
35.000-ton aircraft carrier En­ 
terprise. the cruiser Long 
Beach and frigate Bainbridge. 
WHILE THE NAVY has 
plans all set and ready for 
sealing off all Vietnam ports, 
there has been no indication 
the President has any inten­ 
tion of taking this step. 
There are no known Soviet 
warships in the Gulf of Ton­ 
kin. but on the average, eight 
to ten Soviet ships are in Hai­ 
phong harbor or its river en­ 
trance awaiting their turn to 
unload cargo. 
U.S. naval vessels have de­ 
tected the presence of several 
“unidentified” submarines in 
these waters. They are be­ 
lieved to be Russian nuclear- 
powered subs.

This Could Be San Rafael's 
Answer To Disneyland's Lure 
Every other person you meet 
íeems to heve his own idea of 
whtt riiould be done with the 
county courthouse property in 
downtown San Rafael. 
There are those who have 
visions of high-rise buildings 
and extensive commercial de­ 
velopment, and others who 
would like to see the old build­ 
ing preserved. 


AT TH E RISK of antagoniz­ 
ing all hands, we contend that 
the courthouse can be retained 
just as it is and still be a go­ 
ing commercial venture. 
My proposal, backed by no 
money at all, is that the court­ 
house be converted into a civic 
amusement center. 
A person who has yearned 
to be a judge could sit on the 
bench for $1 an hour and have 
his picture taken for another 
II. 
FRUSTRATED would - be 
lawyers could get together and 
conduct mock trials. They 
would have to pay $5 an hour 
for this privilege because legal 
fees are high. 
All the young bucks who 
want to be sheriff’s deputies 
could rent uniforms ($1 an 
hour) and man the jail, book­ 
ing desk or identification sec­ 
tion, or act as a bailiff. 
Those with dreams of glory 
could be sheriff for a day, at 
a flat rate of $50 a day; $75 
if you want a sheriff’s posse. 
MOTORISTS who have been

Columnist White Adds Barry 
Goldwater To His Honor Roll 
WILLIAM S. WHITE is a 
columnist whose personal phi­ 
losophy embraces the left-of- 
center wews of President 
Johnson, views which seem 
delusive and self-defeating to 
those of us right-of-center. And 
yet I know of no commentator 
—on either side of the aisle— 
whose sense of fair play is 
more respected by conserv­ 
atives. 
He can argue his case with 
vigor, but without the poison 
of character-assassination. He 
is never guilty of the common 
liberal assumptions—regarded 
as axiomatic by so many of 
his colleagues—that all oppon­ 
ents of the Great Society are, 
ipso facto, emissaries of His 
Satanic Majesty. 
THUS, IN HIS honor roll for 
the year recently ended, he 
quite naturally named LBJ, 
Roy Wilkins and Dean Rusk. 
But he also included the 
names of Eisenhower, Nixon 
and Goldwater—all anathema 
to the average professional lib­ 
eral.His reasons for putting Bar­ 
ry on the list are worth re. 
peating: “For taking his 1964 
defeat like a man and for con­ 
sistently expressing his honest 
disagreement with nearly the 
whole domestic course of this 
country with a fairness which, 
however wrong-headed, has 
had the rare and shining vir­ 
tues of absolute candor and 
intellectual honesty.” 
Compare that with some of 
the vicious aspersions, the in­ 
credible innuendoes and the 
d o w n r i g h t falsehoods used 
against Barry during the cam­ 
paign—and still repeated. And 
I do not refer to the to-be-ex­ 
pected maledictions of the 
Communist press and the Min­ 
ute Men and such who found 
Barry’s Jewish ancestry in­ 
tolerable. I speak of the phras­ 
es fashioned by the so-called 
respectables who claim to con­ 
stitute our mainstream. If so, 
they have pollluted it more 
than all our detergents and 
insecticides put together.

I hope they 
have kept the other nine Com- 
mandents more faithfully.

TEEN-AGED SUICIDES LINKED 
TO FAMILY PROBLEMS 
Suicide is the fifth largest cause of teen-age 
deaths, according to a study made for the 
American Public Health Association. 
Suicidal youngsters usually go through a pe­ 
riod of long-standing problems, then an escala­ 
tion stage, and finally the suicide attempt. 
Among the basic problems are parents who 
had tried suicide, low family income, extreme 
conflict in the family and broken homes. 
Symptoms of the escalation stage are rebel­ 
lion, withdrawal into self and physical with­ 
drawal. 
It is significant that the underlying problems 
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in teen-age suicides are in one way or another 
related to the family. 
Children who enjoy parental affection from 
their earliest years ordinarily have the inner 
resources to cope with conflicts later in life. 
This family, which was established by God 
as the basic unit of society, deepens and radi­ 
ates its beneficial influence when nourished by 
enduring and generous love.

California Citizens Must Say 
How Much Education Will Cost 


. By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Ap- 
parently, the question of tui­ 
tion fees for attendance at the 
University of California, and 
California’s state colleges, will 
be one of the major issues be- 
iore the state legislature this 
year. 
The question boils down to a 
decision on whether or not the 
people of California can con­ 
tinue to ofier higher education 
to its young people, free of tui­ 
tion charges, or whether they 
can maintain the high stan­ 
dards of the university and the 
state colleges by imposing fees 
for instruction. 


ANY DEVIATION from a 
practiced policy brings with it 
a multitude of arguments, and 
the subject of tuition is no ex­ 
ception. 
One argument against tui­ 
tion voiced by some legislators 
is that imposition of tuition 
fees would ” be a threat to the 
state's higher education sys­ 
tem.” The same legislators al­ 


so maintain that the high stan­ 
dards of education would be in 
jeopardy if reduction of 10 per 
cent in the university and col­ 
leges budgets were effected. 
The fallacies of such argu­ 
ments are immediately appar­ 
ent. High standards in educa­ 
tion are not dependent on the 
number of students attending a 
university or college. Many of 
the nation's private, tuition- 
charging universities are high­ 
er in educational standards, or 
at least equal, to California's 
public university and state 
colleges. 


LIKEW ISE, a 10 per cent re­ 
duction in appropriations nor­ 
mally could be absorbed with­ 
out reduction in standards. 
This no doubt would require 
more emphasis on essentials 
in higher education, and less 
attention to some of the items 
students could do without. 
The truth is the university 
doesn't want to curtail expen­ 
ditures in those fields wrhere it 
can without damage to its

standards. Obviously, it’s eas­ 
ier to run a university or a 
business with plenty of money 
to spend, but much harder to 
do when the purse strings are 
tight. 


Also, legislators are raising 
the cry that tuition would be a 
greater burden on low income 
families. Actually, any family, 
no matter in w’hat income tax 
bracket, would have to make 
some sacrifices to assist young 
people in obtaining college edu­ 
cations. 


ON THE OTHER hand, it 
might be observed that if an 
education is worth having, it’s 
worth paying for, and making 
some sacrifices for. Any fam­ 
ily, no matter what its income 
status, which has assisted a 
young person through 
four 
years of college, knows what 
the word sacrifice means. 
Ultimately, the public will 
have to make a decision as to 
just how much in education it 
owes to the young people of 
the state. 
If it considers it owes all 
youngsters a college education, 
then it will have to raise more 
taxes to finance the process of 
continuing to give such educa­ 
tion. 


HOWEVER, if it considers 
that higher education is a de­ 
sirable adjunct to the art of 
living, and should be earned to 
be appreciated, then it can 
turn to the tuition fee to as­ 
sist in financing the universi­ 
ties and colleges.

Congress convenes this week, 
there are two developments 
which are more likely to in­ 
fluence its actions than any­ 
thing else.

2. Public distaste for big 
government has more than 
tripled during the past seven 
years and is today viewed as 
the biggest domestic threat to 
the country.

This tendency has gone so

Red China Warships 
Shoot At U.S. Fliers

WASHINGTON—U.S. planes 
are being fired on by Red Chi­ 
nese warships in Haiphong har­ 
bor. 
Navy pilots returning from 
low-level bombing attacks on 
fuel storage tanks and other 
targets in the Haiphong area 
have reported they were fired 
on by Chinese destroyers oper­ 
ating in the waters of the main 
North Vietnam port. 


MORE THAN a dozen such 
incidents have occurred. 
Although no U.S. planes have 
been lost as a result of these 
Red Chinese attacks, several 
aircraft have been damaged. 
Under ironclad White House 
orders, U.S. pilots have not 
returned the fire from the 
Communists’ ships. 
These restrictions prohibit 
attacks against vessels other 
than those flying the North 
Vietnam flag. 
Several Navy pilots, after 
spotting Chinese flags on the 
attacking warships, radioed for 
permission to retaliate with 
rockets. The officer in the op­ 
erational control plane curtly 
ordered the pilots to “ avoid 
further contact with Chincoms. 
Do not return fire. Orders are 
based on presidential direc­ 
tive.” 


NEITHER Washington nor 
Peking has said anything about

these repeated incidents. 
Reason for the silence from 
usually-voluble and truculent 
Peking is not known. Pentagon 
insiders attribute the adminis­ 
tration’s failure to say any­ 
thing to fear that disclosure 
would arouse powerful con­ 
gressional demands for vigor­ 
ous counter-action. 
President Johnson is ada­ 
mantly adhering to a policy 
of doing nothing that might 
lead to Red Chinese involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam conflict. 


I N S T E A D intelligence au­ 
thorities have been directed 
to ascertain the reason for 
these attacks. 
The Chinese warships, three 
destroyers and some six ocean­ 
going patrol vessels, have been 
operating in North Vietnam 
waters for some time. The de­ 
stroyers put in frequently in 
Haiphong harbor. 
In recent weeks the Chinese 
warships have been observed 
escorting 
Polish 
freighters 
bringing supplies to Haiphong. 
Peking's increased naval ac­ 
tivity was the main reason for 
the Navy’s recent decision to 
reinforce its combat strength 
in Vietnam waters. 
Task Force No. 1 — made up 
of the Navy’s three nuclear- 
powered warships — was shift­ 
ed in December from the Medi­ 
terranean and Atlantic to the 
Tonkin Gulf. 
This task force includes the 
35,000-ton aircraft carrier En­ 
terprise, 
the 
cruiser 
Long 
Beach and frigate Bainbridge. 


W HILE 
THE 
NAVY 
has 
plans ah set and ready for 
sealing off all Vietnam ports, 
there has been no indication 
the President has any intern 
tion of taking this step 
There are no known Soviet 
warships in the Gulf of Ton­ 
kin. but on the average, eight 
to ten Soviet ships are in Hai­ 
phong harbor or its river en­ 
trance awaiting their turn to 
unload cargo. 
U.S. naval vessels have de­ 
tected the presence of several 
“ unidentified” submarines in 
these waters. They are be­ 
lieved to be Russian nuclear- 
powered subs.

The last time I turned in on 
an Allen show was in 1964, 
when he had on his program 
a foreign actor who said, “ The 
difference between Hitler and 
Goldwater is that Goldwater 
knows what he’s doing.”

Now from Lippman to Allen, 
I'm certain these men sleep 
well of nights.

Mill Valley's 
Federal Fund 
Permit Denied 


The federal government has 
denied the City of Mill Valley's 
application for sewer construc­ 
tion and repair funds. City Mgr 
Bert A. Balmer disclosed yester­ 
day. 


In a letter dated Dec. 12. 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Renewal advised Balmer 
that although the city’s appli­ 
cation for matching funds met 
legal requirements, requests for 
funds were 20 times greater than 
appropriations. 


The letter was held up inad­ 
vertently at city hall for almost 
a month. Balmer said, while he 
was recuperating at home from 
a hernia operation. 


Effect of the denial, will be to 
require sale of the entire $500,000 
in bonds proposed by the city if 
voters authorize the issue. The 
city applied for matching funds 
to permit sale of only $250.000 in 
bonds, Balmer said, to provide ; 
a reserve for future sewer con­ 
struction. 


The bond measure was defeat­ 
ed in November by a narrow j 
margin. Petitions to consolidate; 
a second bond election with the 
April 18 school board election are 
being circulated. The petitions, j 
which must be signed by at least 
750 voters, must be filed by j 
5 p.m., Jan. 23 to qualify the: 
measure for the ballot.

Cluster Type 


University 


SANTA BARBARA (AP) - 
Whatever ails obese, lethargic, 
dull and over-expanded univer­ 
sities, says University of Cali- 
1 fornia President Clark Kerr, can 
be cured by serious surgery. 
The operation? Slice 'em up. 
Kerr, in a publication released 
yesterday by the Center for 
the Study of Democratic Institu­ 
tions, joined other noted educa­ 
tors in this assessment of large 
universities: 
The ills are massive size, im- 
personalism, undue emphasis on 


1 research, diminished teaching 
quality and loss of the sense of 
community and purpose. 
The cure: “ cluster colleges,” 
smaller colleges contained with­ 
in 
the 
university. 
Kerr 
ex­ 
plained: 
“ A modern university cannot 
be small, but it can seem small 
to its individual participants ” 
Cluster colleges “ will provide a 
more intimate group that can 
treat each student and faculty 
member as a unique individu­ 
al.” 
Dr. Rosemary Park, president 
of Barnard College, added: 
“ We over-teach. overwork and 
over-examine today and ... this 
is responsible to a degree for 
our students' disaffection. . . . 
Let us reduce the teaching year 
for the student, leaving him to 


'work by himself, as is standard 
practice in other lands 
“ Let us insist that it is a priv­ 
ilege to be a student, not a 
right, that the university is no 
welfare state open to all. but 
only to those who will develop 
an intellectual conscience."

SISTER JACQUELINE 
Will give up her vows 


Nun Pioneers 
Changeover Of 
Church College 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) - Sis­ 
ter Jacqueline Grennan, a na­ 
tionally known education leader 
who thrives on challenge and 
new ideas, has been granted 
permission to convert a Roman 
Catholic college for women into 
a secular institution. 
At her request, she also will 
become “ Miss Grennan.” She 
disclosed yesterday that she 
had asked to be relieved of her 
vows as a sister of Loretto, and 
that a dispensation from the 
vows had been granted by Jo­ 
seph Cardinal Ritter, Roman 
Catholic archbishop of St. Louis. 
Cardinal Ritter and the Sis­ 
ters of Loretto have asked her. 
however, to remain as president 
of Webster College, in suburban 
Webster Groves. 


FIRST IN U.S. 
Experts on Catholic education 
said the secularization of Web­ 
ster College marks the first 
time such an action has been 
taken in the United States. 
The nun. 40, who has not worn 
the habit of the Sisters of Loret­ 
to for several months, told her 
students and faculty members: 
“ I have come to believe that the 
notion of cloister — in physical 
enclosure or in dress — is not 
valid for some of us who must 
live our lives as dedicated wom­ 
en in the public forum.” 
She also announced that nego­ 
tiations are well underway to 
have the college’s administra­ 
tion transferred from the Sisters 
of Loretto to a private board of 
incorporation. 


CHANGE IN WORKS 
“ The request for canonical 
permission for the transfer of 
the property of the Webster Col­ 
lege Corporation from the reli­ 
gious congregation to the incor­ 
porating board was formally 
made in early November,'’ she 
said. She added that potential 
board members and sources of 
funding are in the process of 
negotiation. 
Sister Jacqueline, a member 
of the religious order for 18 
years, said she has been partici­ 
pating in discussions on the sec­ 
ularization of the college for 
more than a year. She indicated 
it was her desire to remain 
president of the institution that 
compelled her to seek the dis­ 
pensation from her vows. 


PERSONAL DECISION 
“ I felt compelled at this time 
to face the personal decision 
about my own role in the insti­ 
tution and my continuing per­ 
sonal role in the public sector 
for the rest of my life,” she 
said. “ It is my personal convic­ 
tion that the very nature of 
higher education is opposed to 
juridical control by the church. 
“ The 
academic 
freedom 
which must characterize a col­ 
lege or university would provide 
continuing embarrassments for 
the church if her hierarchy 
were forced into endorsing or 
negating the action of the col­ 
lege or university.”

Scientist Proposes 


New Space Scope

WASHINGTON - The chief 


scientist for the ill-starred and 


all-but-forgotten Vanguard sat­ 


ellite project has bounced back 


into the limelight with a bold 


new space idea. 


Dr. John P. Hagen wants 
to unfurl a huge sheet of plas­ 
tic— 30 feet wide 
and 
1,000 
feet long — about 5.000 miles 
above the earth and use it as 
a radio telescope to study the 
universe. 


Hagen, now with Pennsylvania 
State University, calls his brain­ 
child a “ knitting needle” sat­ 
ellite. The plastic sheet, im preg­ 
nated with wire, would fold out 
from a large alum inum tube. 
The tube would be shot into a 
polar orbit and stabilization de­ 
vices would keep one end con­ 
stantly pointed at the earth like 
a needle, inspiring the name. 


While far from easy to build 
and l a u n c h successfully, the 
Hagen 
satellite could open a 
window on the stars that is now 
blacked out to ground-based tele­ 
scopes. 
It 
is possible the an­ 
tennae would be sim pler and 
operate better than complicated 
observatories that h a v e been 
sent up by the space agency 
only to fail. 


The blackout is caused by 
the ionosphere — a deep band 
of electrically charged parti­ 
cles that envelops the earth 
starting at an altitude of 50 
m iles. 
The i onosphere 
acts 
like a mirror, reflecting away 
from earth low frequency ra­ 
dio em issions f r o m distant 
stars and even the sun. 


Astronomers want to record 
and study these low frequency 
emissions to learn more about 
the nature and the composition 
of stars As m atters stand now, 
they are able to study only high 
frequency 
bursts 
of 
galactic 
“ noise,” and they give only part 
of the picture. 


It 
is conceivable that 
some 
heavenly 
bodies 
“ broadcast” 
only at low frequency and re­ 
main to be discovered. 


Hagen, who was with the Na­ 
val R esearch Laboratory back 
in 1958 when the first Vanguard 
finally entered orbit, says the 
satellite is actually a “compro­ 
m ise” at 1 000 feet in length. 
He’d like to make it four times 
longer. 


That way it would be easier 
to tell the direction from which

There have been 
practically no studies on how 
much radiation is being dis­ 
charged by our planet, or cal­ 
culations on how far away it 
could be observed on som e­ 
one else’s radio telescope. 


Hagen and other astronom ers, 
incidentally, have been given a 
Christmas present of sorts. They 
are being told they no longer 
have 
to 
worry 
about 
several 
hundred 
million 
copper 
wires 
launched into orbit in 1963 under 
the controversial Project West 
Ford. 


Most of the tiny wires have 
floated back to earth. 


Scientists 
at 
M assachusetts 
institute 
of Technology’s 
Lin­ 
coln Laboratory were roundly 
criticized 
for the 
experiment. 
Astronomers claimed the wires 
distorted their radio telescopes. 
MIT was trying to find out if 
military radio signals could be 
bounced secretly off the wires 
after they spread out 
into a 
broad blanket in space. They 
apparently did.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Many 
| states have shown interest in 
regional 
planning 
to conserve 
and develop w ater and related 
land resources. 
Their interest has been indi­ 
cated to the governm ent's cabi­ 
net-level Water Resources Coun­ 
cil. The council announced re ­ 
cently the first grants to six 
states for water resources plan­ 
ning under a law that author­ 
ized such aid. amounting to $5 
million annually for 10 years.

Colorado 
Water 
Board

Abnormal 
Blood Cells 
Can Kill

WASHINGTON - Abnormal 
blood cells in the shape of a 
sickle, which cause a type of 
anem ia that will kill some 30,000 
children now living in the United 
States, can be like that of a 
diving 
bell 
or 
decompression 
cham ber tem porarily made nor­ 
mal by high pressure. 


At least one case of “ un­ 
sickling” of the blood cells that 
cause sickle cell anemia has 
been reported in a patient by 
a professor of medicine at 
Wayne State University, De­ 
troit, Mich. It was a result of 
theories demonstrated under a 
child’s microscope by a re­ 
searcher at the National Insti­ 
tute of Health, Bethesda, Md. 


Dr. Makio M urayam a of the 
National 
Institute of Arthritis 
and Metabolic Diseases told a 
symposium 
at 
the 
American 
Assn. for the Advancement of 
Science meeting here about his 
discovery that abnorm al mole­ 
cules stack up to form fibers 
that cause blood cells to assum e 
the sickle shape. They can be 
unsickled, or made normal, un­ 
der hyperbaric pressure. 
Dr. M urayam a gives credit to 
an old junior high school micro­ 
scope brought up from the base­ 
ment at home, with which he 
made the discovery about the 
stacking-up or interlocking of the 
abnormal fibers. It paved the 
way for later work with an elec­ 
tron microscope.

Housing Beneath Sea 


The concept of housing man 
beneath the floor of the sea is 
being studied by Carl Austin, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ward H. 
Austin of Larkspur. 
Austin, a civilian research 
scientist, is working on the proj­ 
ect at the Research Depart­ 
ment. Naval Ordnance Test Sta­ 
tion. China Lake. Kern County. 
The concept, named “ Rock 
Site,” calls for constructing in­ 
stallations under the bottom of 
the sea. 
The story of the project's and 
Austin's work was featured in 
a recent issue of the Rocketeer, 
the test center newspaper. 
An installation would consist 
of a room or series of rooms 
excavated within the bedrock 
beneath the sea floor, according 
to Austin. 
One example, he said, is an 


iron mine operated off the east­ 
ern coast of Canada which has 
seven and a half square miles 
of permanent floor space be­ 
neath the sea floor. It is con­ 
nected to land by a tunnel. 
“ An installation with several 
square miles of useful floor 
beneath 1,100 feet of rock could 
be a major community with full 
family and recreational living 
facilities 
as 
comfortable 
as 
those in any city building,” he 
said. 
Aside from possible use as 
military stations or bases for 
exploration, such installations 
could have value for commerce 
and industry. Austin contended.

It's Foolish For School Boards 


Not To Trust Public They Serve 


A couple of months back, the 
‘Tamalpais High School District 
_ School 
Boards Assn. 
held a 
’.meeting on “Better School-Com­ 
munity Communications.” 
• 
Speakers were Harry G. Fos- 
^dick, public relations executive 
-of the California Teachers Assn.; 
Thomas F. Mullahey of televi­ 
s io n station KRON-TV, and the 
v writer. 
1 
All three speakers stressed 
'that the most important thing 
for school boards, in building 
7public confidence in and support 
•dor the schools, is to tell the 
'Ipublic the truth. 


* 
ALL THREE stressed that any 
'attempt to let the public know 
only the “good” things, to pre- 
-sent a false front, to try to 
“manage 
the 
news” 
of 
the 
schools can result only in loss 
.of public confidence and ulti- 
-mate damage to the schools 
'themselves. 
' 
As an example. Fosdick used 
-the furore over choice of a suc­ 
cessor to Harold Spears as su­ 
perintendent of schools in San 
Francisco. Had the San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Education dealt 
openly with the public and let it 
know what qualifications were 
being sought in a superintendent, 
ljust how he was to be chosen, 
•«tc., there would have been none 
Cn 
the 
rampant 
speculation, 
pone of the waiting upon the 
board by various interests, none 
3>f the suspicion and distrust 
•that developed, he contended. 


MULLAHEY 
EMPHASIZED 
• that what happens to the schools 
^and in the schools is of public 
^interest — and the public de- 
Cmands to know about it, whether 
Jt is good or bad. 
* The writer urged the school 
3>oard members to “tell the 
‘truth and keep the door open.” 
“It seems that far too many 
'school 
board 
members 
don't 
trust the public. Yet they can’t 
jinderstand 
why 
the 
public 
•doesn't trust them,” he said. 
Presiding at the session was 
l)r. William L. Clark, chairman 
;Pf the Mill Valley School Dis- 
-irict Board. At its conclusion he 
politely thanked the three speak­ 
ers. 


LAST WEEK, the Mill Valley 
-School District Board, under the 


chairmanship of Dr. Clark, went 
into closed session to: 
1. Discuss selection of consul­ 
tants to screen candidates for 
the superintendency, which is 
being vacated at the end of this 
school year by G. R. McConnell. 
2. Discuss appointment of a 
citizen committee to promote a 
bond issue to build new schools 
in the district 
3. Discuss selection of an arch­ 
itect to design the schools to be 
built if the bond issue passes. 
All three purposes appeared il­ 
legal. That, however, is beside 
the point 


DOES THE MILL VALLEY 
school board trust its public? 
Obviously not. It does not even 
trust the public enough to public­ 
ly discuss a committee to pro­ 
mote a school bond issue. It does 
not trust the public enough to 
want to tell it who is to select 
its superintendent — for the 
screening committee will, with­ 
out interviewing them, eliminate 
all but a handful of applicants 
for the position. It does not 
trust the public enough to let 
it know what kind of proposals 
it is seeking from architects. 
There are no degrees of il­ 
legality. An act is legal or ille­ 
gal. But there are degrees of 
foolishness. 


MOST FOOLISH of the three 
purposes for which the Mill Val­ 
ley school board met illegally 
behind cosed doors woud ap­ 
pear to be selection of citizens 


for a committee to promote a \ 
bond issue. 


This is a citizen job. It is one 
where overwhelming public sup­ 
port is necessary, for the bonds 
! must have two-thirds approval1 
of the voters before they can be 
issued. If even the appointment 
of a committee to promote the 
bonds must be done behind 
closed doors, what is the public 
to think? 


WHAT THE PUBLIC thinks 
may be influenced, also, by dis­ 
cussion of an architect in a 
closed meeting. Were the archi­ 
tects given to understand some­ 
thing about the building pro­ 
gram that would cause public 
outcry if it were known? Are 
there plans which a chosen few 
may know but which must be 
kept from the electorate because 
they do not jibe with the plans 
which have been announced pub­ 
licly? If not, why the closed 
meeting on choosing an archi­ 
tect — and the secret session 
to decide who will manage the 
bond campaign? 


As to the superintendent, his 
job is one which touches every 
taxpayer in Mill Valley — even 
those who have no children in 
the schools; for his management 
of the schools will in large mea­ 
sure determine both their ef­ 
fectiveness and their cost. Cer­ 
tainly the help of experts should 
be sought in finding the man for 
this job. Equally certain, the 
public should be allowed to 
know what criteria are set up 
for selecting the experts, and 
what experts are under consid­ 
eration. 


Lynch Wants 
Water Plan 
Assurances

Gen. Thomas C. Lynch says he 
wants assurance the proposed 
Central Arizona Project won’t 
jeopardize water supplies to the 
Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California.

Snow Destroys Many 
Mexico City Homes 


MEXICO CITY (AP)— Thou­ 
sands of troops and police to­ 
day brought food and clothing 
to victims of this capital’s first 
| snow storm in 26 years. The 
j Weather Bureau predicted re­ 
lief with rising temperatures. 
Two persons died from expo­ 
sure last night, bringing the 
national toll to 18-8 in the 
Mexico City and 
10 in the 
provinces—since the storm be­ 
gan its southward march last 
Monday. 
The flimsy homes of about 
3,000 poor living on the outskirts 
of Mexico City were destroyed 
by snowfall yesterday, the first 
since March 14, 1940 and only 
the fifth since 1933. 
Four thousand persons were 
rescued from mountain areas 
ringing Mexico City Wednesday 
night by the military and po­ 
lice 
The Mexico Weather Bureau 
predicted warmer temperatures 
in the capital’s valley accom­ 


panied by light showers. 


The temperature in Mexico 
City dropped from 43 degrees 
to 35 this morning although au­ 
thorities had feared a freeze. 
Thousands of capital dwellers 
had drained their automobile 
radiators. 


Dozens of schools were closed 
today in anticipation of colder 
weather and more snow, which 
failed to materialize.

Damage $16,500 
Revealed In 
Viet Slayings 


DA NANG, Vietnam (U P I)- 
Two more U.S. Marines have 
been convicted in the mutilation 
slaying of two South Vietna­ 
mese villagers last fall, it was 
learned today. 


Marine Corps s p o k e s m e n 
identified the Marines as Cpl. 
Stanley J. Luczko, 20, Gardner, 
Mass., leader of a reconnais­ 
sance squadron allegedly in­ 
volved in the shootings, and 
Pfc. Ronald A. Piatkowski, 20, 
of Trenton, N.J. 
Luczko was sentenced to life 
imprisonment at hard labor on 
two charges of murder by a 
Marine court martial. Piatkow­ 
ski 
was 
found 
guilty 
of 
mutilation and attempted mur­ 
der and sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. 
A West Virginia Marine was 
convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the same case. 
The South Vietnamese villa­ 
gers allegedly were shot to 
death last Sept. 22. At least one 
of the bodies was mutilated and 
an 
attempt 
was 
made 
to 
conceal both corpses, Marine 
sources said.

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - 
A federal judge has ruled un­ 
constitutional the federal kid­ 
naping law — the so-called 
Lindbergh Law — on grounds 
that it impairs an accused’s 
constitutional right to jury trial 
under the Sixth Amendment. 
Chief U.S. Dist. Judge Wil­ 
liam H. Timbers said the law is 
unconstitutional “ as far as im­ 
position of the death penalty is 
concerned.” 


TRUCKING CASE 
He filed his decision on a de­ 
fense motion in a case involving 
three men accused of hijacking 
a tractor-trailer truck Sept. 2 in 
Milford, Conn. The driver of the 
truck was taken to Alpine, N.J., 
and left bound to a tree. 
Timbers said a person ac­ 
cused under the law risks the 
death penalty if he elects a trial 
by jury, but that the threat of 
the death penalty is removed if 
he pleads guilty or if he is per­ 
mitted to choose trial before a 
judge alone. 
Thus, Timbers said, an ac­ 
cused’s right to a jury trial, as 
guaranteed under the Constitu­ 
tion, is impaired. 
In Hartford, U.S. Atty. Jon O. 
Newman said the Department 
of Justice is considering an ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court of 
Timbers’ decision which was 
filed late Tuesday. 


LAW PROVISIONS 
The Lindbergh Law says that 
a convicted kidnaper “ shall be 
punished by death if the kid­ 
naped person has not been liber­ 
ated unharmed, and if the ver­ 
dict of the jury so shall recom­ 
mend, or by imprisonment for 
any term of years of for life, if 
the death penalty is not im­ 
posed.” 
Timbers halted proceedings in 
the hijacking case for 30 days to 
permit a possible appeal by the 
Justice Department.

Connecticut company has been 
found guilty of pirating from 
another firm data for a secret 
weapons system for warplanes 
now in use in Vietnam.

G.M. Settles 
Corvair Suits 
Out O f Court 


DETROIT (AP) - General 
Motors 
Corp. 
a n n o u n c e d 
yesterday an out-of-court set­ 
tlement of 47 suits seeking $25 
million damages in connection 
with accidents plaintiffs tied to 
the design of Corvair automo­ 
biles in 1960-63. 
The settlement was reached 
with David M. Harney, a Los 
Angeles attorney handling the 
suits for the 92 plaintiffs. 
No payment was made in one- 
third of the cases. G.M. said. A 
total of about $350 000 will be 
paid on the other cases. 
G.M. said its attorneys and 
Harney agreed that some of the 
cases should be dismissed out­ 
right in exchange for waiver of 
costs. 
Others, the firm said, would 
be settled “ for purse nuisance 
value” with “ nominal amounts" 
being paid on the remaining 
cases “ recognizing the expenses 
involved in lengthy trials and 
the possible emotional impact 
on juries of some plaintiffs.” 
Most of the suits alleged that 
automobile accidents — and 
injuries — resulted from defects J 
in the design of the Corvairs. 
Harney brought four suits to 
trial, G.M. said. In two cases ju­ 
ries found in favor of G.M. An­ 
other found against G.M., but 
the judge threw the verdict out, | 
saying it was not supported by 
the evidence. The fourth jury 
deliberated five days but failed 
to reach a verdict.

As Believed 


SCOTIA TAP)—That towering 
redwood in Dyerville Flat of 
Humboldt Redwoods State Park 
isn't quite as tall as it was 
thought to be. 
The “ Dyerville Giant,’’ tallest 
tree in the flat, was measured 
a few months ago at 369.2 feet. 
Dr. Paul Zinke of the Univer­ 
sity of California school of for­ 
estry, said today the same sur­ 
veyors now figure it is a little 
short of 358 feet. 
Dr. Zinke said the varying 
measurements reflect the diffi-1 
culty of determining the height j 
of a tree towering more than 350 
feet in a dense forest of other 
giants, and particularly a round- j 
topped tree with no well-defined • 
tip. 
This means, Zinke added, that 
the Howard Libbey tree, in the 
Arco Grove of Giants on Red- j 
wood Creek, still can be consid­ 
ered the tallest living accurately 
measured tree—367.8 feet high.

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Tribunal Faced With 
Historic Rights Case 


WASHINGTON (APi - Be­ 
fore the end of the term the Su­ 
preme Court will decide a novel 
question of paramount impor­ 
tance to civil rights marchers 
and administrators of justice 
It is: May judges and police­ 
men be sued for damages under 
an 1871 civil rights law? 


If they are ruled immune 
from such suits, civil rights 
demonstrators will be barred 
from using the Reconstruction 
statute to sue for false arrest 
and conviction. 


But if they are not immune, 
the door could swing wide open 
for such suits — a prospect 
which appeared to deeply con­ 
cern at least three of the nine 
Supreme 
Court justices 
who 
heard arguments on the matter 
yesterday. 


The case at hand involves 
four Episcopal ministers, one of 
them a former son-in-law of 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, who were arrested in 
a Jackson, Miss., bus depot in 
September 1961. 


The ministers were part of a 
racially mixed group of Episco­ 
pal clergymen on a civil rights 
“ prayer pilgrimage” from New 
Orleans to Detroit. Three are 
white and the fourth Negro. 


Their trip up the Mississippi 
Valley was cut short when they 
tried to eat in a coffee shop in 
the depot. 


According to their attorney. 
Carl Rachlin of New York City, 
they entered the depot peaceful­ 
ly and were arrested to enforce 
segregation. The sign outside 
the depot. Rachlin said, read: 
“ Whites 
only, 
by 
order 
of 
police.” 


But according 
to attorney 
Elizabeth Watkins Hulen Gray­ 
son of Jackson — representing 
the three arresting police offi­ 


cers and the local police justice, 
the ministers “ broadcast the 
lact they came to be arrested.” 
Local Police Justice James L. 
Spencer found the four — the 
Rev. Robert L. Pierson, then 
married to Rockefeller’s daugh­ 
ter Ann, Rev. John B. Morris, 
| Rev. James G. Jones Jr. and 
Rev. James P. Breeden, a Neg­ 
ro, guilty of violating Missis­ 
sippi’s breach-of-peace law and 
sent them off to jail. 
Later, Hinds County Court 
struck down Father Jones’ con­ 
viction and officials decided not 
to press charges against the 
three others. 
The clergymen then turned 
around and sued the three ar­ 
resting officers and Spencer for 
damages under the 1871 civil 
rights law, seeking $11,000 each.

TV REVIEW 
Daily Visions 
Of Creative 
Programming

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - To the 
constant televiewer, the suspi­ 
cion grows that the promises of 
major theatrical offerings con­ 
siderably outnumber the actual 
productions. As public relations 
becomes 
a 
more 
dominant 
factor 
in 
programming, 
the 
viewer is increasingly in a state 
of suspended expectation rather 
than frequent satisfaction. One 
begins to think in such terms as 
“credibility gap.” 


Daily 
the 
press 
releases 
arrive from the networks, and 
daily visions of sugar plums 
dance in our heads as the most 
wondrous sorts of promises of 
things to come are heaped on 
our desks to still the thought 
that television has forgotten the 
selective viewer. 


We 
do 
indeed 
get 
the 
occasional major theatrical—a 
“Death of a Salesman” or a 
“Brigadoon” 
or 
“The 
Glass 
Menagerie.” But all too often 
the promises seem to take an 
eternity to materialize, and then 
when they do materialize they 
frequently are more distant in 
the future than expected, and 
perhaps there are fewer produc­ 
tions than originally intended, 
and somehow one is suspended 
again, waiting. 


There comes a point when one 
suddenly is loathe to give any 
particular attention anymore to 
such 
types 
of 
promotion, 
especially because the produc­ 
tions 
being 
promoted 
are 
mainly derivative — most of 
them 
being 
adaptations 
of 
established hits—since television 
is basically a coverage medium 
rather than a creative one.

Firemen could see fire break­ 
ing through the Hayes apart­ 
ment door, across the hall from 
the apartment occupied by John 
N. Schaffer and Dwight E. Tate, 
both 28. 


Both men jumped from the 
burning building and were taken 
to Marin General Hospital by a 
neighbor, Mrs. Deanna Man- 
cebo. 
Schaffer was reported in fair 
condition with a fractured left 


heel. Tate refused treatment. 


Using their own water tank 
from the truck, Parnell said, 
firemen stopped the flames at 
the Hayes door while the couple 
were helped down the ladder.

Another Contribution 
From Redwoods League 


The Save-the-Redwoods League has 
once again demonstrated that it puts 
its money where its mouth is. 
Instead of merely giving lip service 
to conservation and preservation of the 
redwoods in California, the League 
quietly digs up the funds and acts. 
It recently contributed $700,000 to­ 
ward a land exchange which adds 815 
acres of virgin forest land to Jedediah 
Smith Redwoods State Park near Cres­ 
cent City in Del Norte County. 
The State of California negotiated 
with the Simpson Timber Co. to ex­ 
change scattered state-owned timber- 
lands away from the park for the vital­ 
ly necessary redwood forest to be in­ 
corporated into the park. To make 
up for a difference in appraised value, 
the Save-the-Redwoods League doled 
out $700,000 in cash, with the state 
paying an additional $50,000 f r o m 
park funds. 
The new park lands extend along 
U.S. 199, the Redwood Highway, in­ 
cluding two miles of frontage along 
the picturesque Smith River. 
The League’s participation was fi­ 
nanced from contributions, from a Ford 
Foundation matching grant and from 


an eastern foundation’s g e n e r o u s 
grant, according to Newton B. Drury, 
secretary of the League. 
Some far-out conservationists rant 
and rave about conservation and suc­ 
ceed only in creating dissension and 
damaging the public image of the con­ 
servation movement. 
Meanwhile, the constructive Save- 
the-Redwoods League, headed by its 
grand old leader Newton Drury, con­ 
tinues to plug away as it has been do­ 
ing now for almost half a century (it 
was founded in 1918) to acquire and 
preserve redwoods for public use. 
Through quiet negotiation and fund 
raising, the League continues to add to 
the state park system, opening up new 
areas for public enjoyment. 
Tfce League’s latest contribution to 
Jedediah Smith Redwoods State Park 
involved cooperative bargaining with 
the loggers and lumber interests for 
the benefit of the public; instead of a 
battle to the standstill where nobody 
gains. 
The Save-the-Redwoods League de­ 
serves public gratitude and support for 
the effective manner in which it is 
serving the cause of conservation.

TEEN-AGED SUICIDES LINKED 
TO FAMILY PROBLEMS 
Suicide is the fifth largest cause of teen-age 
deaths, according to a study made for the 
American Public Health Association. 
Suicidal youngsters usually go through a pe­ 
riod of long-standing problems, then an escala­ 
tion stage, and finally the suicide attem pt. 
Among the basic problems are parents who 
had tried suicide, low family income, extrem e 
conflict in the family and broken homes. 
Symptoms of the escalation stage are rebel­ 
lion, withdrawal into self and physical with­ 
drawal. 
It is significant that the underlying problems

in teen-age suicides are in one way or another 
related to the family. 
Children who enjoy parental affection from 
their earliest years ordinarily have the inner 
resources to cope with conflicts later in life. 
This family, which was established by God 
as the basic unit of society, deepens and radi­ 
ates its beneficial influence when nourished by 
enduring and generous love.

California Citizens Must Say 
How Much Education Will Cost

SACRAMENTO (CNS (-A p ­ 
parently. the question of tui­ 
tion fees for attendance at the 
University of California, and 
California s state colleges, will 
be one of the m ajor issues be- 
iore the state legislature this 
year. 
The question boils down to a 
decision on whether or not the 
people of California can con­ 
tinue to ofier higher education 
to its young people, free of tui­ 
tion charges, or whether they 
can m aintain the high stan­ 
dards of the university and the 
state colleges by imposing fees 
for instruction. 


ANY DEVIATION from a 
practiced policy brings with it 
a multitude of argum ents, and 
the subject of tuition is no ex­ 
ception. 
One argum ent against tui­ 
tion voiced by some legislators 
is that imposition of tuition 
lees would "be a threat to the 
state's higher education sys­ 
tem .” The sam e legislators al­ 


so maintain that the high stan­ 
dards of education would be in 
jeopardy if reduction of 10 per 
cent in the university and col­ 
leges budgets were effected. 
The fallacies of such argu­ 
ments are immediately appar­ 
ent. High standards in educa­ 
tion are not dependent on the 
number of students attending a 
university or college. Many of 
the nation's private, tuition- 
charging universities are high­ 
er in educational standards, or 
at least equal, to California's 
public university and s t a t e 
colleges. 


LIKEWISE, a 10 per cent re­ 
duction in appropriations nor­ 
mally couid be absorbed with­ 
out 
reduction 
in 
standards. 
This no doubt would require 
more emphasis on essentials 
in higher education, and less 
attention to some of the items 
students could do without. 
The truth is the university 
doesn't want to curtail expen­ 
ditures in those fields where it 
can 
without dam age to its

standards. Obviously, it’s eas­ 
ier to run a university or a 
business with plenty of money 
to spend, but much harder to 
do when the purse strings are 
tight. 


Also, legislators are raising 
the cry thai tuition would be a 
greater burden on low income 
families. Actually, any family, 
no m atter in what income tax 
bracket, would have to make 
some sacrifices to assist young 
people in obtaining college edu­ 
cations. 


ON THE OTHER hand, it 
might be observed that if an 
education is worth having, it’s 
worth paying for, and making 
some sacrifices for. Any fam ­ 
ily, no m atter what its income 
status, which has assisted a 
young 
person 
through 
four 
years of college, knows what 
the word sacrifice means. 
Ultimately, the public will 
have to make a decision as to 
just how much in education it 
owes to the young people of 
the state. 
If it considers it owes all 
youngsters a college education, 
then it will have to raise more 
taxes to finance the process of 
continuing to give such educa­ 
tion. 


HOWEVER, if it considers 
that higher education is a de­ 
sirable adjunct to the art of 
living, and should be earned to 
be appreciated, then it can 
turn to the tuition fee to as­ 
sist in financing the universi­ 
ties and colleges.

Red China Warships 
Shoot At U.S. Fliers

WASHINGTON—U.S. planes 
are being fired on by Red Chi­ 
nese warships in Haiphong har­ 
bor. 
Navy pilots returning from 
low-level bombing attacks on 
fuel storage tanks and other 
targets in the Haiphong area 
have reported they were fired 
on by Chinese destroyers oper­ 
ating in the waters of the main 
North Vietnam port. 


MORE THAN a dozen such 
incidents have occurred. 
Although no U.S. planes have 
been lost as a result of these 
Red Chinese attacks, several 
aircraft have been damaged. 
Under ironclad White House 
orders, U.S. pilots have not 
returned 
the 
fire 
from 
the 
Communists’ ships. 
These 
restrictions 
prohibit 
attacks against vessels other 
than those flying the North 
Vietnam flag. 


Several Navy pilots, after 
spotting Chinese flags on the 
attacking warships, radioed for 
permission to retaliate with 
rockets. The officer in the op­ 
erational control plane curtly 
ordered the pilots to “ avoid 
further contact with Chincoms. 
Do not return fire. Orders are 
based on presidential direc­ 
tive.” 


NEITHER 
Washington 
nor 
Peking has said anything about

these repeated incidents. 
Reason for the silence from 
usually-voluble and truculent 
Peking is not known. Pentagon 
insiders attribute the adminis­ 
tration’s failure to say any­ 
thing to fear that disclosure 
would 
arouse 
powerful 
con­ 
gressional demands for vigor­ 
ous counter-action. 
President Johnson is ada­ 
mantly adhering to a policy 
of doing nothing that might 
lead to Red Chinese involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam conflict. 


I N S T E A D intelligence au­ 
thorities have been directed 
to ascertain the reason for 
these attacks. 
The Chinese warships, three 
destroyers and some six ocean­ 
going patrol vessels, have been 
operating in North Vietnam 
waters for some time. The de­ 
stroyers put in frequently in 
Haiphong harbor. 
In recent weeks the Chinese 
warships have been observed 
escorting 
Polish 
freighters 
bringing supplies to Haiphong. 
Peking’s Increased naval ac­ 
tivity was the main reason for 
the Navy’s recent decision to 
reinforce its combat strength 
in Vietnam waters. 
1 ask Force No. 1 — made up 
of the Navy’s three nuclear- 
powered warships — was shift­ 
ed in December from the Medi­ 
terranean and Atlantic to the 
Tonkin Gulf. 
This task force includes the 
35,000-ton aircraft carrier En­ 
terprise, 
the 
cruiser 
Long 
Beach and frigate Bainbridge. 


WHILE 
THE 
NAVY 
has 
plans all set and ready for 
sealing oft all Vietnam ports, 
there has been no indication 
the President has any inten­ 
tion of taking this step 
There are no known Soviet 
warships in the Gulf of Ton­ 
kin, but on the average, eight 
to ten Soviet ships are in Hai­ 
phong harbor or its river en­ 
trance awaiting their turn to 
unload cargo. 
U.S. naval vessels have de­ 
tected the presence of several 
“ unidentified” submarines in 
these waters. They are be­ 
lieved to be Russisn nuclear- 
powered subs.

She said about $14,000 would 
be needed to run the center until 
the end of the school year. An 
appeal for donations has gone 
out. 


The committee was notified 
last month by the federal Office 
of Economic Opportunity that 
the center would not be granted 
new funds, apparently in con- 
n e c t i o n w i t h J o h n s o n 
Administration policy to divert 
anti-poverty money to finance 
the Vietnam war. 
“ The loss of funds does not 
imply any criticism or lack of 
commendation of our program,’’ 
Mrs. Binckley said.
